Remus. 
During the summer of

Wilson stated that he sold four pe­ 
digreed German police dogs to a wo­ 
man w h o m he is sure was Mrs. Re­ 
mus. The man who accompanied her 
here (»11 the visits introduced 
him­ 
self as Franklin L. Dodge, and one 
of the dogs was shipped to his ad­ 
dress in Michigan. 
The woman was not 
introduced. 
She carried the money, and paid for 
all of the dogs purchased at 
dif­ 
ferent times. They came alone 
(»11 
one visit, and the woman was seen 
tily dressed, without 
hose. 
During 
their visit at the dog kennels, 
Mr. 
Wilson said they addressed 
each 
other as “ m am a” and “ papa.” 
All of the trips were made here in 
a large Pierce Arrow machine, Mr.

lin Dodge, who stated that his son 
was not there, hut that the dog a r­ 
rived safely, and rhai he was

gravely. 
Several of the jurors were permit­ 
ted to go home in the company 
of 
court officers. Others decided 011

football game, and still others

where they have been 
locked 
up, 
could not be improved upon, and re­ 
fused to budge. 
Even the visiting 
newspapermen 
were not lost sight of. A hotel 
do­ 
nated them a dinner of turkey and 
the fixings and the 25 men who have 
been chronicling the trial for the na­ 
tion’s newspapers sat in. 
As for the lawyers, little work on 
the case was in prospect.

Government Would Lend Money 
to 


Co-operatives for Building Ware­ 


houses and Storing Surpluses 


Washington, Nov. 
24—<U.R>— The 
senate farm bloc lias reached gener­ 
al agreement on a substitute for the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill, the 
United Press learned today. 
The measure would eliminate 
the 
equalization fee system of handling 
surplus farm products. Funds 
for 
surplus marketing would be appro­ 
priated directly from the treasury. 
The bill is not yet in final shape 
for formal announcement, but as 
it 
stands it includes the following pro­ 
posals : 
1—Appropriation of $300,000,006 
to handle wheat and cotton 
sur­ 
pluses. 
2.— Creation of a 
federal 
farm 
'board of five members to be appoint­ 
ed by the president with power 
to 
determine when a surplus of 
any 
crop exists. 
3.—Establishment of a 
system 
whereby the government would lend 
money to co-operative organizations 
for building warehouses and storing 
surpluses, with a provision that the 
government board itself would take 
over handling of the surplus if 
the 
the cooperative organizations 
ap ­ 
pealed for such action. In.that case 
the government would take any loss 
or profit from the transaction. 
The method is fashioned somewhat 
after the “ coffee svstem ” in Brazil. 
Some members believe it incorporates 
a direct subsidy from the 
govern­ 
ment but they prefer that system to 
the old equalization fee whereby the 
farm er would have to pay a certain 
portion of his product to 
protect 
himself against flooding the market 
with a surplus. 
Adherents of the measure argue it 
is much more desirable than the old 
McNary-Haugen bill because Presi­ 
dent, Coolidge might sign it as 
an. 
experimental measure. They 
know, 
they say, that he would veto the old 
bill if it passed again. 
Some bloc members believe 
that 
all farm products 
should 
be 
in­ 
cluded and that the revolving fund 
should be greater. Others feel 
that 
wheat and cotton are the two basic 
products on which to experiment and 
they have concluded 
$300,000,000 
would he enough to carry out 
the 
test. It was expected these differenc­ 
es would he ironed out 
with 
little 
difficulty. 
The new measure is expected 
to 
be sponsored by the same agencies 
which brought forward the McNary- 
Haugen bill at the last session, 
al­ 
though some adherents of the 
old 
plan have not yet made up 
thoir 
minds regarding it. 
The proposal probably will be in­ 
troduced as soon as congress 
re­ 
convenes a week from next Monday-

proposed 25 percent tax on 
high- 
priced tickets to big boxing match­ 
es was a storm center in the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
today 
as the committee put finishing touch­ 
es on a bill calling for a $235,820,000 
tax reduction. 
Even in war days no 
25 percent 
tax was ever imposed as a levy on a 
single business, and fight promoters 
deluged chairman Green of the com­ 
mittee with telegrams of protest. 
Some blamed Secretary of Treas­ 
ury Mellon for suggesting that any­ 
one who could pay $40 for a prize­ 
fight ticket—as 
in the 
Dempsey 
Tunney fight in Chicago—could also 
stand to pay a 10 percent tax there­ 
on. The committee thought the idea 
so good that it voted, 13 to 8, to re­ 
tain the 10 percent 
tax 
on 
low- 
priced fight admissions and put a 25 
percent levy on tickets costing $5 or 
more. 
The committee helped the movies 
by deciding to exempt $1 amusement 
tiekets from the 10 percent 
tax. 
The old exemption was 75 cents. 
The 3 percent automobile tax was 
cut in half, a ste p expected to have 
a wide affect upon the 
automobile 
market. Not only would new cars be 
reduced l i percent in price but all 
automobiles now in use would suffer 
a commensurate loss in value. 
The corporations tax was 
cut 
$166,000,000.-This is 
expected 
to 
enable eorporations 
to 
distribute 
that much more in profits to stock­ 
holders next year. 
Nominally 
the 
proposed reduction of 
2 
percent 
would make possible that much 
of 
an increase in dividends. 
As the bill stands in its final com­ 
mittee form, the $235,820,000 reduc­ 
tion would include the 
following 
cuts: 
Corporations $166,000,000. 
Admissions $8,000,000. 
Automobiles $33,000,000. 
Capital stock transfers $8,000,1100 
Produce exchanges $2,820,000. 
Club dues $5,000,000. 
It is figured the additional boxing 
tax will increase revenue half a mil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
The bill will be reported to 
the 
house Dei'. 5 where some changes are 
expected to be made.

Coolidge would be standing in

The president did not have to stir 
from his warm hearth to

The trial of George Remus, for- 


mer wealthy bootlegger

nati, charged with killing his wife 
Imogene Remus, along a road near 
Eden Park in that city last mouth, 
came very near having local interest, 
it developed today. 


Ben Wilson, owner of the Wil- 


sona Kennels, west of Rushville, has 
'been f uestioncd by attorneys in an 
effort to get him to appear at the 
trial as a witness, -because 
of . a 


transaction in dogs with -a woman 
who answers the description of Mrs. 
Remus. 


During the summer of 1926, Mr. 


Wilson stated that he sold four pe- 
digreed German police dogs to a wo- 
man ivhom he is sure was Mrs. Rc- 
HUIS. The man who accompanied her 
here on the visits introduced hila- 
self as Franklin L. Dodge, and one 
of the dogs was shipped to his ad- 
dress in Michigan. 


The woman was not introduced. 


She carried the money, and paid for 
all of the dogs purchased at dif- 
ferent times. They came alone on 
one visit, and the woman was scan 
tily dressed, without hose. During 
their visit at the dog kennels, Mr. 
Wilson said they addressed 
each 


other as "mama" and "papa." 


All of the trips were made here in 


a large Pierce Arrow machine, Mr. 

On the other three 
visits someone accompanied

Washington, NOT. 24— <U.R>— The 


senate farm bloc has reached gener- 
al agreement on a substitute for the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill, the 
United Press learned today. 


The measure would eliminate the 


equalization fee* system of handling 
surplus farm products. Funds 
for 


surplus marketing would be appro- 
priated directly from the treasury. 


The bill is not yet in final shape 


for formal announcement, but as it 
stands it includes the following pro- 
posals : 


1— Appropriation of $300,000,009 


to handle wheat and cotton 
sur- 


pluses. 


"2. — Creation of a federal farm 


1>oard of five members to be appoint- 
ed by. the president with power to 
determine .-when a surplus of 
any 


crop exists. 


3. — 'Establishment of a 
system 


whereby the government would lend 
money to co-operative organizations 
for 'building warehouses and storing 
surpluses, with a provision that the . 
government board itself would take 
over handling of the surplus if the 
the cooperative organizations 
ap- 


pealed for such action. In.that case 
the government would take any loss 
or profit from the transaction. 


The method is fashioned somewhat 


after the "coffee svstem" in Brazil. 
Some members believe it incorporates 
a direct subsidy from the govern- 
ment but they prefer that system to 
the old equalization fee whereby the 
farmer would have to pay a certain 
portion of his product to protect 
himself against flooding the market 
with a surplus. 


Adherents of the measure argue it 


is much more desirable than the old 
McNary-Oangen bill because Presi- 
dent~Coolidge might sign it as 
an 


experimental measure. They know, 
they say, that he 'would veto the old 
bill if it passed again. 


Some bloc members believe 
that 


all farm products should be in- 
cluded 'and that the revolving fund 
should be greater. Others feel that 
wheat and cotton are the two basic? 
products on which to experiment and 
they have concluded 
$300,000,000 


would 'be enough to carry out the 
test. It was expected these differenc- 
es would be ironed out with little 
difficulty. 
. 


The new measure is expected to 


be sponsored by the same agencies 
which brought forward the McNary- 
Hangen bill at the last session, al- 
though some adherents of the 
old 


plan have not yet made up their 
minds regarding it. 


The proposal probably will be in- 


troduced as soon as congress re- 
convenes a week from next Monday.
